telephone messaging system and he commended the swift 
efforts of all involved to get the students transported off- 
campus and begin investigating the threat. Bomb sniffing 
dogs were brought in by a unit of the Massachusetts State 
Police and after a sweep of the campus students who 
drove to school were allowed to retrieve their cars from 
the parking lot upon dismissal. Unconfirmed reports have 
indicated the potential threat was discovered written on 
a bathroom wall suggesting an incident might take place 
during a planned assembly later in the school day.

Church volunteers arrived just before dawn to 
brew coffee and set up chairs creating a welcome atmo- 
sphere and place of worship. Chilly parishioners began 
to arrive at dawn's first light, happy to be handed a 
warm cup of coffee along with the day's program. The 
only sound that one could hear as they awaited the 7:00 
am service was the call of seagulls as the birds flew over 
the glass-like waters of Mattapoisett Harbor on this cold 
Easter morning. It was not hard to imagine similar scenes 
— minus the coffee — from biblical times as Christ recited 
his sermons to his followers on the shores of the Sea of 
Galilee. Just as the Sun began to rise over Ned's Point to 
the east. Dr. Child asked the congregation to rise and take 
part in the call to worship. 

"Christ has risen!" read the reverend. "Christ has 
risen, indeed." Responded the congregation. 

This familiar scene was played out not only in 
Mattapoisett but, also, in countless ceremonies the world 
over on this holiest of days for the Christian faith. During 
her sermon Dr. Childs spoke of the recent claims that the 
tomb and bones of Christ himself, along with his alleged 
wife Mary Magdalene, had been unearthed in the Holy 
Land which, naturally, lead to some very interesting 
philosophical questions. If these were indeed the bones of 
Christ, what did this mean to Christians and their faith? 
Dr. Child's answer was simple and pragmatic. Christian 
faith is based on finding the spirit of Christ through his 
teachings. It is the word of Christ that gives people hope 
and comfort. 

The message, though simple, is as important 
today as it was to early Christians. Hope and faith in the 
spirit and teachings of Jesus Christ are of the utmost of 
importance to those who practice this faith. These lines, 
from a prayer offered during the service, brought the les- 
sons of Easter clearly into the context of today's war rav- 
aged world, "fill your church with the power that flow's 
from Christ's resurrection so that, in the midst of this 
broken world, it may signal the beginning of a renewed 
humanity." 

At the end of the service another familiar message 
was offered from the pulpit, "Go forth, today, from this 
place in peace."

Farber, MD, as a means towards providing children with 
cancer with compassionate, state-of-the-art care while 
also developing cancer treatments and cures. The Jimmy 
Fund was established a year later when the Variety Club 
of New England and the Boston Braves joined forces to 
help a 12-year-old cancer patient, given the alias "Jimmy" 
to protect his identity. The young patient appeared on the 
national radio program "Truth or Consequences" on May 
22, 1948 with the broadcast originating from the boy's 
hospital room. The radio appeal generated more than 
$200,000 in donations and led the establishment of the 
Jimmy Fund as it is known today. 

In 1953 the Red Sox adopted the fund as their of- 
ficial team charity. The relationship between the Sox and 
the Jimmy Fund is like no other in professional sports. 
Over the last half century the team has raised tens of 
millions of dollars for cancer research. Each year players, 
coaches and team officials have made countless appear- 
ances at the Dana-Farber Cancer Institute and other 
hospitals and medical facilities throughout New England.

"When all is said and done there's really two rea- 
sons we are here tonight," Chairman Jeffrey said. "It's not 
the capital (water/ sewer) projects themselves, it's that, for 
whatever reason, the Town of Marion — and I include all 
the town officials and every single person here — over the 
last 25 to 30 years didn't set up a mechanism to take care 
of this over a period of time. Because it wasn't taken care 
of the state came in because of health and safety reasons 
and said 'you will fix it and if you don't you will be fined.' 
So we had a new plant, a whole new (series) of pipes, the 
state-mandated consent order, the water mains weren't 
taken care of the way they should have been ... so, all of 
sudden, this $25 million hits us. And that's all of us, the 
three of us are paying for it just as much as you are. No 
choice. You didn't put us here, 1 didn't put us here, but 
together this is where we are and it has to be taken care 
of. 

"The second thing is, we do pay more here for 
sewer and water," Chairman Jeffrey continued. "Why is 
that? We have a small base of operation. We're putting 
in major infrastructure in a small town that many towns 
near us don't have ... even Mattapoisett has a larger base 
of operation. And 1 hate like hell that people are saying 
they have to leave this town. That's not what any of us 
wants. But we have a fiduciary responsibility mandated 
by the state and federal government that we have to ad- 
dress health and safety issues. Period. I'm sorry. 1 don't 
like it. But what I promise you is in the fall we're going

"We've tried every which way to make it a little 
more palatable to the rate payers," said Town Accoun- 
tant Judith Mooney. "But, unfortunately, 1 hate to be 
the bearer of bad news but what we've recommended is 
what is fiscally prudent. We have financial obligations to 
uphold. So we strongly recommend you approve the rate 
(increase) that we presented to you and after (another) 
rate study we will work with the engineers and look at all 
the ideas presented." 

"Tuesday night's meeting was a time for people 
to air their concerns ... but I would say in the next 30 days 
or so, please feel free to e-mail Paul Dawson at the Town 
House, or speak to one of the Selectmen," Chairman Jef- 
frey said.

Mr. Kunz said. 

"Under the Common Driveway by-law, how 
many home can share a 'common driveway'?" Selectman 
McGaffey asked. 

"Up to four," Mr. Kunz said. "Police Chief (Paul) 
Magee has requested that it be named for 911 purposes, 
but it will not be (maintained) or plowed as a regular 
road." 

"It's a private driveway, that's the issue," Chair- 
man Morse said. 

"This is why the Planning Board pushed through 
the 'Common Driveway' by-law a few years ago," Mr. 
Kunz said. "Because there is (an existing) driveway which 
is quite long and has some problems. That's why we're 
limiting it to four." 

With that, the board tmanimously voted to place 
the proposed Planning By-Law amendments on the An- 
nual Town Meeting warrant as requested. 

At 7:10 pm the board met with members of the 
Rochester Park Commission to discuss the transfer of 
funds from the Silvershell Beach Account which accrues 
money collected from the payment of beach permit stick- 
ers at the Marion beach. These monies can be used for 
any recreational purposes as sanctioned by the Board of 
Selectmen, according to Mr. LaCamera. 

"I'd like to transfer funds for the purpose of reju- 
venating the ballfield at Gifford Park — the one closest to 
the road," said Park Commission Chairman Steve Greni- 
er. "The estimate we got was $22,000. We don't have that 
much in the account, but we're hoping to get some dona- 
tions to offset the cost. I believe we have about $19,000 in 
the account." 

"Money goes into that account every month," Mr. 
LaCamera said. "It's about $5,000 a year. The only thing 
I'd suggest is that we have some type of cost estimate in 
mind before we transfer any funds." 

"Is it possible to get a cost estimate of what needs 
to be done?" asked Selectman Nunes. "I don't have a 
problem with the Park Commission getting the money, 
we just need (a plan in place)."

Laurell J. Farinon to the Mattapoisett River Valley Protec- 
tion Overlay District Committee and also voted to renew 
contracts with Facilities Manager Mike Meunier (three 
years at a compensation of $56,650 for the first year; 
$58,916 for the second year; and $61,273 for the third year) 
and Police Chief Paul Magee (three years at a compen- 
sation of $83,903.54 for the first year; $87,259.68 for the 
second year; and $90,750.07 for the third year). 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera reported they received a request to release 
a piece of property from a Chapter 61 A conservation 
restriction. "The state just approved brand new regula- 
tions (for Chapter 61A and 61B) as of March 22," he said. 
"Having Town Counsel review it, there have been sig- 
nificant changes to the process ... (so) we have 120 days to 
respond." 

Mr. LaCamera next updated the board on the 
recent fire at the SEMASS / Covanta facility. "You have a 
document from the Department of Environmental Protec- 
tion (DEP) recommending where the trash be taken (in 
the interim)," Mr. LaCamera said. "They have proposed 
some of it be taken to SEMASS' other facilities (in Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut). The Rochester Environmental 
Park is also being used as a temporary storage location. 
SEMASS is responsible to make sure the trash is collected 
and transferred (somewhere). The situation at SEMASS 
(in Rochester) still is that structural engineers are evalu- 
ating what needs to be done to the tipping facility ... but

they are proceeding as quickly as possible. The timeframe 
is still up in the air, part of it could reopen in a month or 
two, but they are working extremely hard to get that facil- 
ity reopened because it is costing them money to take the 
trash elsewhere." 

As for the town's insurance interruption cover- 
age against SEMASS' monthly payments, Mr. LaCamera 
said he is meeting with the town's insurance agent later 
this week. "For the first 15 days that the facility is closed, 
the town receives no money," he said. "The policy calls 
for a full payout of $2.3 million if the facility is shutdown 
for an extended period of time. The worst case scenario is 
the town would lose about $130,000 if the facility remains 
closed for eight months or more, which is something 
we don't anticipate. The cooperation between the town, 
SEMASS and DEP has been amazing thus far." 

Mr. LaCamera also noted the town's Greenways 
Committee is looking make sure no signs — political, real 
estate, or otherwise — are posted on the town-owned 
greens in the center of town. "As you know, signs have 
a tendency to multiply and they are seeking the board's 
support," he said. The board concurred and said they 
would draft a letter to this effect. 

Mr. LaCamera noted having received updated 
figures on state aid which suggest the town will be getting 
about $81,000 more in state aid for Old Rochester Re- 
gional High School and $44,000 more in state aid for Old 
Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School than

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originally projected. "The bottom line is we still come out 
ahead," he said. "I'll have better numbers for you (later 

this week)." 

Mr. LaCamera also noted "more good news" in 
that the town will be receiving $231,626 in Chapter 90 
money from the state for road repair and maintenance, 
which is an estimated 25 percent increase from the previ- 
ous year. 

Mr. LaCamera said he received a memo from 
Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson looking to 
revive and schedule the periodic Tri-Town Selectmen's 
Meeting with officials from all three communities. The 
Rochester board said they preferred meeting on either

Lastly, Mr. LaCamera gave the board an update 
on the reconciliation of the town's financial books through 
the end of 2006. "They have been working on it and plan 
to come back later this week," he said. "We did sign a 
contract with them for up to $10,000. 1 suspect they will be 
done by the end of next week." 

"Just another note," he added, "the Town Clerk 
has decided (she) no longer wants to issue beach stickers, 
parking stickers, and transfer station stickers, so my office 
and the Administrative Assistant have agreed to take over 
those responsibilities." 

Under incoming correspondence, the board re- 
ceived a letter of appreciation from State Senator Joan Me- 
nard thanking the board for hosting her visit to town on 
Monday, April 2. She also offered any assistance needed 
in the aftermath of the SEMASS fire. 

Police Chief Paul Magee sent a memo to the board 
regarding liquor license renewals for town establishments 
that sell and serve alcohol and advised that all town busi- 
nesses be mandated to have their staff trained in the TIPS 
server program prior to having their licenses renewed. "In 
light of recent suspensions, I would respectfully request 
the board consider mandating (this training)," Chief 
Magee wrote. "I have spoken with the Alcoholic Bever- 
age Control Commission (ABCC) on this matter and was 
advised that the town may require this as a condition of 
license if they so choose."

Towns' Local Aid Increased 

State Representative William D. Straus (D-Matta- 
poisett) announced recently that the House of Representa- 
tives has approved a resolution providing for Local Aid 
increases for the new fiscal year beginning July 1, 2007. 
The House action calls for increases in the dollar amounts 
to most cities and towns in the Commonwealth from those 
proposed by the Governor earlier this year. 

Representative Straus said, "The Legislature 
anticipates increases in Local Aid for the towns over the 
current fiscal year even within what is projected to be 
a difficult budget year. We must do this because of the 
importance to the public in helping the local services, 
especially education, which are provided by the towns." 

The distribution of aid is put into three categories: 
Chapter 70, Lottery distribution and Additional Assis- 
tance. Total Local Aid monies for Fiscal Year 2008 to be 
distributed for the Towns of Fairhaven, Marion, Mattapoi- 
sett, Middleboro, and Rochester are as follows: 

• Fairhaven - $10,365,557 ($446,828 over FY07); 

• Marion - $702,733 ($50,450 over FY07); 

• Mattapoisett - $1,035,941 ($91,604 over FY07); 

• Middleboro - $19,660,006 ($368,098 over FY07);

Grindhouse. Starring Rose McGowan and Kurt Russell. Directed 
by Robert Rodriguez and Quentin Tarantino. Running time: 191 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The trailers for grindhouse movies were always better than the films them- 
selves. Sadly, the same is true of Grindhouse. Directors Robert Rodriguez (5m 
City) and Quentin Tarantino {Pulp Fiction) share a deep love for the cheezoid 
drive-in-and-Times-Square exploitation flicks they devoured as budding movie 
geeks, and together they have made a three-hour, double-feature monument to 
their celluloid guilty pleasures. It's the strangest, biggest, most expensive case 
of director indulgence ever to open in multiplexes across America. I applaud 
the idea of it, but in practice the hip, knowing crappiness becomes depressing. 
Directors talented enough to make such a loving tribute to grindhouse should 
probably be doing better things with their time. 

Rodriguez has apparently always wanted to make a zombie movie in a vague 
John Carpenter style, and that's what he does in Planet Terror, sort of. Stuffed 
with youngsters (heroic Freddy Rodriguez, erotic dancer Rose McGowan, harried 
doctor Marley Shelton) and grizzled veterans of exploitation (Michael Biehn, Jeff 
Fahey, Michael Parks), the movie has been painstakingly run through a digital 
wringer to achieve the chewed-up look and stuttering rhythm of a weathered 
grindhouse can of film. But the illusion is ruined by guest stars such as Bruce 
Willis and Tarantino himself (as a rapist soldier). Planet Terror is also too ugly 
conceptually to be any fun — people are always oozing disgusting substances 
— and it reaches its climax when Rose McGowan receives a machine gun in 
place of her missing leg, reminding us that the actual grindhouse flicks of old 
wouldn't have had the budget to achieve that effect. It feels like something of 
a cheat; Rodriguez should've decided on a bygone year when the movie was 
supposedly filmed, then held himself to the available technology of the era. 

Planet Terror is hectic but unmemorable, and after a few amusing /aia 
trailers {Planet Terror is preceded by Rodriguez' fake Machete trailer, which 
packs more legitimate grindhouse punch than the feature that follows), we enter 
the Tarantinoverse, complete with garrulous, beside-the-point dialogue about 
movies and scoring weed. Death Proo/concems a stubbly, scarred maniac named 
Stuntman Mike (Kurt Russell), who likes to kill women with his invulnerable 
cai'. He meets his match in a trio of spitfires (including Rosai'io Dawson and Zoe 
Bell, the stuntwoman profiled in the entertaining documentary Double Dare). 
The entire segment, which feels much longer than it is, is redeemed somewhat 



by watching the he-man misogynist killer at the mercy of three tiny women. 

Rodriguez and Tarantino already made a fun grindhouse double feature of 
sorts twelve years ago — From Dusk Till Dawn, which began as a Tarantino- 
esque crime spree filled with chatty menace and took a hai'd left into Rodriguez' 
playpen of vampires, strippers, and bad-ass Mexicans. For all its movie-geek 
fervor, Grindhouse remains a private party, an event that was probably more 
fun to make (and to market) than it is to watch. In these movies' intentionally 
two-dimensional reality, there's little dramatic meat for the actors to chew on; 
Rose McGowan brings her goth insouciance to her dual roles (she also plays 
a victim in Death Proof), and Kurt Russell gives Stuntman Mike a hearty 
malevolence that detours into cowai'dice, as if he were a boy playing roughly 
with dolls, and started crying when they bit him. 

But grindhouse fare isn't generally about depth of character, or depth of 
anything, and Grindhouse is a regression for both Rodriguez, who took his 
stylistic brio to a new level in Sin City, and, God knows, Tarantino, who is 
becoming more famous as a voracious movie nerd than as a moviemaker. I don't 
speak from an ivory tower, either; my DVD shelves are full of real grindhouse 
movies, which tend to have a scrappy, low-budget charm — something like 
Tai'antino's and Rodriguez' first films, come to think of it — that Grindhouse 
mostly lacks. Watching it is a bit like watching slick, high-powered modern 
comics artists do a tiibute to old corny comics of the '30s, or listening to ac- 
complished musicians covering goofy novelty songs from decades ago; We 
can appreciate the affection and effort that go into the homage, but we're left 
wondering whether it was worth doing when the original fun junk is right there 
to be enjoyed.
